City Officials Will Get Work 
Started as Soon as 
Plans Ready 





Only a selection of two archi- 
tects and adoption of plans are 
necessary before actual work can 
be done on this city’s huge park 


project. 
Upland city councilmen will 
meet in an adjourned session 


Tuesday night to interview archi- 
tects. Some of them may have 
sketches of contemplated park 
improvements while others may 
submit only their personal rec- 
ords in their application for the 
position to direct the city’s park 
development east of San Antonio 
Community hospital. 

One of the architects employed 
is to make plans and specifica- 
tions for the plunge and build- 
ings. The other architect will 
design the landscape plans. 

The councilmen have held sev- 
eral informal meetings since the 
park project was developed in an 
effort to determine the best pos- 
sible plans and the best way to 
develop the 47 acre tract. It is 
expected that only 20 acres will 
be used at present but 47 acres 
have been obtained by the city. 
The park site is east of the hos- 
pital and extends from San Ber- 
nardino road to Foothill boule- 
vard. 

Final action placing ‘the park 
property under ownership of the 
city was taken at last night’s 
council meeting. Sale of 30 
acres of land west of Mountain 
avenue to Otto Christensen was} 
officially approved. He purchas- 
ed the land for a replted price 
of $6500. With this money and 
public donations the city obtain- | 
ed the 47 acre tract. The On-! 
tario Pool Co. and Henry Ham- 
ilton were former owners of the 
land. 

Tentative plans are being con- 
sidered by city officials. Actual 
work on the project is scheduled | 
to be started as soon as the de- | 
tailed plans and general arrange- 
ment of the improvements ap- 
proved.
